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MANY international stakeholders have come to meet with 
the local ones to attend the Aruba Global Travel Conference. 
It’s an event where the Aruba Tourism Authority reviews the 
year, anticipates the next, and highlights the challenges and 
opportunities in the tourism industry. In this way, the ATA, 
as the driving force behind our tourism, aligns with all part- 
ners to ensure more development, growth, and improve- 
ment of our products. 


“I’m excited to stand before you today as we continue our 
successful journey in the world of tourism. This year’s event 
is extra special for many reasons, but the most notable is 
that it marks a historic moment for our organization and our 
destination. For the first time in history, we are here together, 
bringing together three of our key markets, namely North 
America, Latin America, and Europe, in a single conference,” 
said Ronella Croes, Chief Executive Officer of the Aruba 
Tourism Authority. 


“Looking back, we are extremely proud of the achieve- 
ments in previous years. For 2023, we anticipate a signifi- 
cant increase in tourism receipts and project a 21% growth 
for the year 2023. Additionally, the number of global visitor 
arrivals is expected to surpass 2019 levels, with forecasts

Taking into 
account that the mentioned points are not unique to Aruba, 
but rather Aruba faces similar challenges as other desti- 
nations, focus has been placed on addressing these chal- 
lenges and the actions taken. 


It was emphasized that the role of ATA and the importance 
of maintaining a strong management are key. The ATA orga- 
nizational model needs to be safeguarded, and there should 
be no risk of negatively impacting it. Considering the chal- 
lenges of the coming year, it is anticipated that tourists may 
not spend as they did after the pandemic. The situation is 
expected to normalize.

The meet- 
ings have gone well, and everyone is on the same page 
as we continue to take Aruba to the next level of develop- 
ment. Keeping in mind that successful tourism development 
is rooted in the “High Value Low Impact Tourism Model.” 
Here, the four aspects must be in balance, which are the 
quality of life for residents, the quality of the visitor experi- 
ence, the protection and conservation of our nature, and the 
economic contribution to the tourism sector. 


Ronella Croes: It’s time to elevate and update our products 
There’s a lot of interest 
in the “Aruba Global 
Travel Conference” 
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AS part of our commitment to transparency and to provide 
clarity to our clients, patients, and visitors, Horacio Oduber 
Hospital has been publishing monthly statistics since May 
2023 regarding activities related to healthcare, diagnostics, 
and blood donations at our hospital. 
During the month of August 2023, a total of 793 patients 
were hospitalized, of which 55.2% were female and 44.8% 
were male. Out of these 793 patients, 447 were admitted 
through the emergency department, 224 were planned 
admissions, and 122 were patients admitted via the outpa- 
tient clinic. Each patient who stayed in the hospital had an 
average length of stay of 4.1 days, and the bed occupancy 
rate for August was 86%, which is lower than the 94.7% in 
July. 
A total of 567 surgeries were performed in August, which is 
39 more surgeries compared to July. 


Furthermore, there were 83 newborns (44 boys and 39 
girls) during August. In the same month, our heroes visited 
the Blood Bank, resulting in a total of 237 blood donations, 
which is 31 more donations than the previous month. 


The Emergency Department attended to a total of 2,592 
patients in August, of which 1,109 patients (42.8%) were 
non-emergency cases. Notably, the percentage of non- 
emergency cases in May was 58.3%, and comparing that 
to August’s 42.8% shows a significant reduction of -15.5% 
in non-emergency cases. This positive change indicates 
that more patients are seeking care from their primary care 
physicians or non-emergency services, allowing the hospi- 
tal’s emergency department to focus on emergency cases. 


Specialists in the HOH service provided a total of 7,014 
consultations with patients across various outpatient clinics 
in August. The Radiology Department conducted a total of 
5,220 tests, including CT scans and MRIs, which is 549 more 
tests than in July. Additionally, 11,592 individuals visited 
the LABHOH department for various tests, and 799 patients 
were discharged from the hospital. 


We extend our gratitude to the entire team at HOH, who 
are always there to provide quality care with a smile for all 
patients, visitors, and the entire Aruban community.

In a recent survey conducted by the 
company, 
Airbnb 
users 
identified 
several pressing issues, with fake list- 
ings being a prominent concern. The 
exorbitant cleaning fees and a desire 
for more competitive pricing were 
among the other grievances expressed 
by users. 


Airbnb responded to these concerns 
by initiating a change in how prices 
are displayed, with a focus on all- 
inclusive pricing. This alteration aims 
to discourage hosts from advertising 
deceptively low prices while imposing 
additional fees. Notably, over 260,000 
listings have adjusted or eliminated 
cleaning fees since the implementation 
of this pricing transparency. However, 
it’s worth mentioning that only approx- 
imately one-third of Airbnb renters 
currently utilize this feature. 


Airbnb’s CEO, Brian Chesky, acknowl- 


edged 
the 
feedback 
from 
users 
regarding the platform’s affordability, 
stating that the pricing adjustments are 
a step toward addressing this issue. He 
emphasized that more measures are in 
development, including the introduc- 
tion of “seasonal dynamic pricing.” 


This technology will enable hosts to 
adjust prices more frequently, aligning 
with the practices observed in the 
airline and hotel industries. While it is 
expected to incentivize price reduc- 
tions during the off-season, it may also 
allow for increased rates during peak 
periods. 


To further enhance the integrity of 
its listings, Airbnb is set to roll out 
“seasonal dynamic pricing” and, later 
this year, will implement a verification 
process for all listings in its top five 
markets, including the United States 
and the United Kingdom. 


The verification process will leverage 
AI technology to enhance the credi- 
bility of listings. Hosts will be required 
to physically enter the property and 
open the Airbnb app to verify their 
presence at the correct address. AI will 
be employed to compare live photos of 


the property with the images featured 
in the listing. 


Those properties in compliance with 
these stringent criteria will be awarded 
a “verified” icon on their listings, 
starting in February. Furthermore, 
Airbnb intends to extend this verifica- 
tion process to an additional 30 coun- 
tries, commencing in late the following 
year. 


While fraudulent listings impose finan- 
cial burdens in terms of refunds and 
rebooking costs, Airbnb recognizes 
that the most significant risk lies in 
the erosion of trust and reputation. 
Brian Chesky stressed the importance 
of ensuring that Airbnb guests can 
confidently trust the authenticity and 
quality of their bookings, asserting 
that a lack of trust could potentially 
drive customers toward conventional 
hotel accommodations. 


In harnessing AI and implementing 
rigorous verification processes, Airbnb 
aims to bolster its commitment to 
providing a safe and reliable platform 
for travelers, while simultaneously 
safeguarding its reputation within the 
global hospitality industry. 


Airbnb Takes a Stand Against Fake Listings 


Removes 59,000 and Implements AI Verification 
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A recent investigation reveals that Russia has been inten- 
tionally and repeatedly targeting hospitals in the Ukrainian 
region of Kherson this based on a new study conducted by 
the Centre of Information Resilience (CIR). 


This non-governmental organization conducts research into 
various issues, including those in Myanmar, Ukraine, and 
Afghanistan. The study’s findings indicate that Russia has 
been regularly attacking medical facilities since December 
2022. 


Kherson was occupied by Russia shortly after the outbreak 
of the conflict in Ukraine, and Ukraine regained control of 
the city in November 2022. CIR conducted its research using 
satellite imagery, witness testimonies, and social media 
content to examine various attacks in the region following 
Ukraine’s recapture. In seventeen instances, the organiza- 
tion was able to verify that these attacks were carried out 
by Russian forces. 


The research reveals that seven hospitals have been repeat- 
edly targeted. Over a six-month period, from December 
2022 to May 2023, these seven buildings were struck in 14 
separate attacks. 


“Romanian Ship Damaged After Explosion in the Black Sea” 
at 10:15 
A Romanian cargo ship in the Black Sea has sustained 
damage due to an explosion. According to crew members, 
the explosion was caused by a sea mine. 
Romanian authorities have not yet been able to confirm this, 


but initial data indicates that the explosion occurred near 
the engine room. 
Two of the twelve crew members reportedly required medical 
assistance. The Romanian newspaper Romania Liberia 
reports that the ship was located outside Romania’s territo- 
rial waters. 


From the port city of Sulina in Romania, territorial waters 
extend up to 12 nautical miles. The ship was said to be situ- 
ated 16 nautical miles from Sulina. 
“Zelenska: ‘Bring Back Our Abducted Children’” Olena 
Zelenska, the First Lady of Ukraine, has called on world 
leaders to assist in the repatriation of thousands of Ukrainian 
children from Russia. 


During the United Nations General Assembly, Zelenska stated 
that 19,000 children from Ukraine have been “abducted and 
forcibly taken by Russia against their will.” 
To date, only 386 children have reportedly been returned. 
According to Zelenska, the children in Russia are being told 
that “their parents no longer need them, and they are no 
longer Ukrainian but Russian children.” 


Arrest Warrant Issued for Putin 
Earlier this year, researchers from Yale University in the 
United States concluded that at least 6,000 children had 
been sent to reeducation camps in Russia. 
Shortly thereafter, the International Criminal Court in The 
Hague issued an arrest warrant for President Putin, citing 
Russian war crimes in Ukraine, including the deportation of 
children.
